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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Lehtimaki (Patent Application 
Publication WO 96/32823), teaches the use of a transcoder with prevention of tandem 
coding of speech, but Lehtimaki does not teach synthesizing data parameters of said 
data frame corresponding to original data parameters of the received data frame 
according to at least said first content identifier and recoding the data parameters of the 
synthesized data frame with an encoding method suitable for the receiver according to 
said at least one information parameter. Thus, independent claims 1 and 5 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the cited prior art alone or in combination, 
does not fairly suggest or disclose the claimed combination of features.
